DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 



This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

I. Claims 1-10, 19 and 20 drawn to a an isolated embryonic stem cell (ES) which is an 
interspecies of Mus musculus X Mus spretus hybrid ES cell and a high-through put analysis 
system comprising said cell population. 

II. Claims 11-14 and 16-17 drawn to a method of introducing mutations into the spretus 
genome. 

III. Claim 15 and 18 drawn to a method for analysis gene function or identification of trait 
loci by the generation of radiation induced chromosomal deletions. 

The inventions listed as Groups I, II and III do not relate to a single general inventive concept 

under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 

technical reasons:

The inventions listed as Groups I, II and III do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical reasons: the technical feature linking groups I, II and III appears 
to be that they all relate to derivation of ES with germline transmission capability from Mus 
musculus X Mus spretus hybrid blastocyst. However, prior art has described natural 
hybridization between Mus musculus X Mus spretus Lataste and evaluation by a multilocus 
genetic analysis using protein loci and DNA markers of introgression in certain population so 
the Mus musculus X Mus spretus Lataste ( Hybridation naturelle enter deux especes 
sympatriques de souris Mus musculus X Mus spretus Lataste, 2002, C.R. Biologies 325:89-97). 
Therefore, the technical feature linking the invention of groups I, II and III does not constitute a 
special technical feature as defined by PCT Rule 13.2, as it does not define a contribution over 
prior art for the reasons set forth above. 

The inventions listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical 
reasons: 

Each isolated embryonic stem cell (ES) which is an interspecies of Mus musculus X Mus 
spretus hybrid ES cell is structurally and biochemically different from a method of introducing 
mutations into the spretus genome, or from a method for analysis gene function or identification 
of trait loci by the generation of radiation induced chromosomal deletions and therefore the lack 
a common unity of invention. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above, 
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and are separately classified and searched, it would be unduly burdensome for the examiner to 
search and examine all of the subject matter being sought in the presently pending claims, and 
thus, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
